Enforcement Problem Games up 


Before Conference 


WASHINGTON — (Associat- 


ed Press) — Calvin Coolidge 
takes up one of the most trou- 
blesome problems confronting 
him as president and as a po- 
litical figure in meeting today 
with the governors of the sev- 
eral states to discuss enforce- 
ment of the prohibition, immi- 
gration and narcotic laws. 


The prohibition phase of the 


conference holds by far the 
most 


for good or for ill for the president 
and his administration and the in- 
terest in that phase baa been in- 
creased by recent developments in 
the prohibition enforcement situa- 
tion and the greatly Increased dis- 
cussion of the dry law enforcement 
problem. 


The conference in its prohibition 


aspect is a heritage from the admin- 
istration of President Harding, who 
bad planned a meeting with the state 
executives last spring to consider 
means of closer cooperation in mak- 
ing the prohibition laws 
effective. 


Lengthy sessions by some state legis- 
latures which would have prevented 
attendance of governors caused Mr. 
Harding to postpone the conference 
and Mr. Coolidge ia assuming the 
presidency npon Mr. Hardlng's death
